Chicago, Aug. 27—Ten bandits in 
two automobiles swept into the town 
of Heyworth, Illinois, 120 miles south 
of Chicago, Wednesday morning and 
isolated the entire community. 
They 
fired sawed-off shotguns into the win­ 
dows of business buildings, chased all 
persons off the streets and held them 
besieged. 
While six terrorized the town, four 
cut telegraph, telephone and railroad 
wires. 
The State Bank of Heyworth 
was not yet open for business, but 
the robbers 
lugged 
tools 
and ex­ 
plosives from one of the cars and be­ 
gan to work methodically on th^ en­ 
trance. 
Two Incoming Cars Captured 
The only interruption to their work 
was the sharp bark of a shotgun as 
the sentinels fired 
close to citizens 
whose curiosity 
was 
quickly 
sup- 
pessed. 
Even the electric wires were 
cut and no one was allowed to leave 
the town. 
Two incoming cars were 
captured and inmates made prisoners. 
They were escorted 
to a 
vacant 
store and forced to stay inside. 
The 
town marshal was 
taken prisoner, 
disarmed and turned loose in a store. 
Once inside the bank, the vault was 
attacked with drills and nitroglycerin. 
The blast wrecked the bank, the vault 
and adjoining structures. 
Explosion Arouses Town 
It aroused the whole town, many of 
the people not yet being aware of the 
•situation. 
Hundreds came rushing 
down town only 
to 
be 
cowed 
and 
herded by the gunmen 
into stores, 
barbershops and alleys. 
The bandits obtained only $6,000 in 
•ash and $5,000 in negotiable securi­ 
ties, as a great quantity 
of 
paper 
money was torn to shreds by the ex­ 
plosion. 
The 
bank 
had 
a 
large 
imount of money on hand last week 
,o pay for crop purposes, but the bulk 
>f it had been paid out. 
Firing 
a 
farewell fusillade, the bandits headed 
lorth out of town, with no pursuit. 
The marshal sent word of the rob­ 
bery to the outside 6’orldvhy mo­ 
oring to Bloomington, where he no­ 
tified 
Deputy 
Sheriff 
Erthell, who 
eltphoned the Chicago police to watch 
for the bandits.

Spangler declared^ that, although he 
did not see Mrs. M edley have the 
razor, he believed that she had at­ 
tempted to cut him with the weapon. 
Shot Mistress Once 
“I shot once,” Spangler said in his 
confession to the authorities, “She 
fell to her knees and I ran to her, 
picked her up, placed her in the cal­ 
ami started towards York. 
I told her

Trees at C aledonia Park. 


Bordering 
the 
Lincoln 
highway 
midway between Cham bersburg and 
G ettysburg, writes Joseph S. Illick in 
Forest leaves, are the most-talked of 
forest tree 
plantations 
in 
Pennsyl­ 
vania. 
Standing on both sides ot a 
new ribbon of highway cement are 
orderly rows of green growing trees 
in the prime of life.. 
Not m any years ago 
the 
site 
of 
these beautiful plantations comprised 
a number of abandoned fields cover- j 
cd with irregular 
m ats 
of 
coarse 
grass dotted with brush patches. 
It 
was in 1900—less than tw enty years 
ago— that the first small arm y of tree 
planters, under 
the direction of a 
technically trained forester, began to J 
set out small baby trees. 
These tree 
planters were proud of th eir work, 
but to a man admitted their uncer- ; 
tainty about the outcome of their ef- 
forts in a new working field. 
Green 
growing 
forests of 
planted 
white 
pine, white ash, 
black 
locust 
and 
Scotch pines now lift Cheir friendly 
green crowns toward the sky, where j 
several decades ago w ere only idle 
acres in 
abandoned 
fields. 
These j 
planted trees are full of promise, nnd 
please thousands 
of travelers 
who 
linger long to see this wonderful tree 
layout. 
Purpose In Spacing 
Practically 
everybody 
who 
sees 
these plantations is impressed with 
the close spacing of the trees. There 
is a definite purpose back of this close 
grouping. 
It is a means to an end, 
for foresters learned many years ago 
th a t the best lumber is produced by 
trees that stand in close formation. 
Trees standing in a compact form a­ 
tion lose their side branches early, 
and thus eliminate the production of 
knotty lumber. • 
When 
planted, 
the 
trees 
were 
spaced four by four feet. This means 
an average of 2750 trees 
per 
acre. 
N aturally, not 
all 
the 
tres 
lived. 
Some died from the shock of tran s­ 
planting. 
Others were killed by a 
variety of diseases. 
But in spite of 
many ailments and numerous handi­ 
caps most of the 
trees 
grew, 
and 
there remain today (lense stands of 
thrifty trees that promise a big yield 
of choice timber in years to come. The 
w riter is confident that these planta­ 
tions will in time compare favorably 
with the best of Europe. 
Trees “ Dressed I pT 
Two years ago work was started to 
(iress up this im portant 
tree 
place, 
and to 
demonstrate 
each 
year 
to 
thousands of people in a most prac­ 
tical and obvious way the wisdom of 
reforestation. 
All the inferior growth 
was cut away. 
Dead trees were cut 
out, and the dead side branches were 
removed. 
In most places the stems of 
the planted trees were cleared of dead 
branches 
for 
ten 
to 
fifteen 
feet 
from the ground. 
Many people who 
knw the history of these plantations 
were surprised to see how large some 
of the trees had become. 
Trees that 
were less than six inches high when 
planted in 1900 are now more than 
thirty feet high, and many of them 
more than six inches in diameter. 
It is significant th a t the Caledonia 
plantations 
border 
the 
Caledonia 
State Forest Park, the only State 
Forest Park along the entire route of 
the Lincoln Highway between the A t­ 
lantic and the Pacific. 
The Caledonia 
State Forest Park is one of the most 
charm ing spots in the South Moun­ 
tains.

Within this pic­ 
turesque jiark are found more than 
HK) native woody plants. 
Beauty Of Birch Bun 
Beautiful Birch Run empties into

By w ander­ 
ing along this stream one can readily 
see why it is called “ Birch H un/’ for 
it is bordered by the most attractive 
groupings of birch trees found in 
Southern 
Pennsylvania. 
"Strolling 
among these birch trees one is im­ 
pressed with the luxuriant growth of 
rhododendron. 
If one’s eye is trained to noting the 
different trees and shrubs, one may 
perchance observe one of the rarest 
trees native to the state, whose leaves 
somewhat resemble the rhododendron, 
but are more delicate in texture and 
decidedly silvery white on the lower 
surface. 
It is the sweet bay or laurel 
magnolia (Magnolia Virginia, L ).
